Witnesses at the inquest told hows 
Stroh was beaten with a ticket punch 
used lile a pair of brass knuckles by 
Conductor Talbert on a Seventh stree: 
ear of the United Railways system and 
tow Mrs. Fred King of 1608 Ohio avenue 
prevented Motorman MHulischer from 
beating Stroh with an iron bar. 

Conductor Talbert wae not at the in- 
quest and the Coroner was informed 
that he had. gone to his home at Salem 
Mo. 

Stroh was beaten Oct. 6. He died at 
his home. 4154 Delmar boulevard, Mon: 
day of infection resulting from _the 
wounds inflicted by Talbert. 

Died of Bleod Pelsontinvg. 

His physicians reported to the Corone:

Yrigit’s. disease and that the direct 
cause of both diseases ‘was bloo:-pols- 
oning. in the cuts and ‘aceratio © on 
his’ face and head made by the con- 
ductor’s punch, This was uphe'd by 
Post-Mortem Physician Prichard. who 
madé anh autopsy.

Face Badly Cut. 

The conductor drew his vunch and 
began suiking Stroh will never for- 
wet how Stroh's face looked.

When he learned the nature of the 
testimony at thednquest Capt. Hania of 
ine Wyoming Street District announced 
at noon that he would investigate Mer- 
gel’s conduct to determine whether he 
did his duty in getting names of wit- 
nesses. 

Mengel testified that Stroh was drunk. 
but hilf a dozen witnesses were cal :d 
on this. point, who emphatically testified 
that Stroh showed no sign of intoxica- 
tion. 

Motorman Hulscher declined to ma'‘e 
a statement under oath at the inquest. 
though given the opportunity to do so. 

Doctor Tells Story. 

Dr. J. F.. Riordan, resident physician 
at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, testi- 
fied that there were nbd signs of intoxica- 
tion about Stroh when he was received 
there Oct. 5 for treatmen.. He was in- 
censed at having beer arrested aftér 
Walter 
Ferrier, recalled, sald that Stroh did not 
appear intoxicated. 

Harold Watley of 3208 Cherokee street. 
who sat a few seats anead of Stroh in 
the car, said the same. He said that 
when Stroh tapped the conductor and 
said he wanted to get off at the police 
siation the conductor pushed him aside 
and began beating hin. on the head with 
a punch. The motorman, he said, ran 
through the car and raised an iron bar 
as if to strike Stroh, but a woman 
warned him not to strike and he lowered 
the bar. 

Emil Stroh, brother of the dead man. 


{ testified that when he went to see his 


brother after he was injured, he said: 
‘They beat the life out of me for 
nothing."” His brother had also com 
plained that the police would not ie* 
nim telephone for a bondsman or notify 
bis family where he was. When his 
brother became delirious he constantly 
called out: “Take them off of me. i 
didn't do anything t« those fellows. ’ 
Dr. O. C. Raines testified that deat 
was due to acute Brignct'’s disease, re- 
sulting from erysipelas which develop- 
ed from the wound over Stroh’s teft 
eye.

Stroh was Intoxicated.

HE Steinberg burglary is 
| ' regarded as the most 
daring robbery commit- 
ted in downtown St. Louis 
in many years. Some of the 
_ circumstances which rendered 

| it remarkable were these: 

Broadway is brightly lighted al! 
night, and the Steinberg store, near 
tthe constantly frequented Olive 
‘street corner, was entered by the 
front door. 

A brass padlock was sawed, and 
‘this task must have consumed fif- 
teen or twenty minutes. 

- Policemen and a private watch- 

“man patrolled the beat, e&ch pass- 
‘ing the store three or four times 
an hour. 

Owl cars of five lines passed on 
Broadway every few minutes all 
night. 

Goods were taken from the front 
show window, in direct view of the 
Bpidewalk, and lighted only by the 
street lights. , 

Some of the most valuable furs 
were inspected and rejected. Some 
boxes were emptied and put back on 
the shelves, others were left open 
on the floors. 

Goods were apparently carried 
‘away in suit cases, which also were 
‘stolen from the store. 











Policemen and detectives Tuesday con- 
ioseed themselves baffled by the front- 
iver burglary of the Steinberg hat and 
yur store, 307 North Broadway, the chief 
rivetery of the case being how the rob- 
bers, on brightly lighted Broadway, 
sawed the brass padlock bar for 15 or 2 
rrinutes without being seen by poliice- 
i.en, watchmen or passers-by on foot 
or in owl cars. 

Mark A. Shipley investigated the case 
in behalf of the Fidelity and Casualty 
Co., in which the S&einberg firm held 
burgiary insurance. He told a Post- 

patch reporter Tuesday of his: inves- 
tigation. He hastened to the store Sun- 
cay morning when he got word of the 
birglary. He knelt at the front door 
and on the threshold felt about and 
discovered the coating of steel filings 
from the sawed padlock, indicating that 
the seemingly impossible feat was per- 
formed in the conspicuous place where 
tne burglar or burglars must have stood. 
He also found smudges on the windows, 
made, he believes, by the wet coat of 
one of the robbers. 

“The work was that of an expert,” 
said Shipley, “and such men rarely stop 
with a single job in a city. This is a 
time for great watchfulnmess on the 
part of all downtown merchants.” 

Patrolmén on the Broadway beat re- 
ported Tuesday that they tried the front 
door at regular intervals Saturday night 
‘and after daylight Sunday, until 8:15 a. 
‘m., when the sawed padlock fell apart 
and the burglary was revealed. 

. Patrolman Egenriether reported that 
he made the three trials of the door 
in his rounds and it was not until the 
fourth time that he discovered the con- 
dition of the padlock, the brass bar of 
which had been sawed through. Patrol-

MONTEO, N. C., Oct. 24.—The new 
soaring glider, driven by Orville Wright 
from the crest of Kill Devil Hill, at 
Kitty Hawk, turned a complete somer- 
sault when 15 feet in the air and was 
partly wrecked. But for great presenc2 
of mind and great agility, Wright, who 
for five seconds hung head downwaril, 
would have been thrown from his seat 
and seriously injured. As it was, he 
didn’t even suffer a shaking up. 

The accident occurred yesterday in 
the worst northeaster of the fall. The 
wind had a velocity of 35 miles an 
hour. The air came in gusts, and it 
was due to one of these that the big 
plane toppled over and was tossed 
about as if it were a box kite. The 
glider came out of ‘the laboratory at 3:15 
p. m. for the first time since its right 


wing was demolished in the _ fa'!l 
Wednesday. 

Stabilizer Not Present. 
It was seen that several minor 


changes had been made, but that noth- 
ing in the way of the looked-for auto- 
matic stabilizer had been added. The 
plane in front had been increased in 
wind area to give lateral stability, and 
a larger rudder had been provided. 


Wright said that the changes would bet- }

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THE ANNEXATION MOVEMENT. 

Agitation of a union with St. Louis, which has 
been renewed with the usual conflict of opinion 
in the suburbs, cannot fail to be beneficial. In 
no discussion of the subject, even @ prejudiced 
one, can the manifest advantages of the plan be 
wholly disguised. That the ultimate destiny of 
large outlying areas is a merger with tie city 
is unquestionable. 

Reasons of a most convincing nature make it 
imperative that this city and suburban territory 
shall compose the same sanitary district. The 
earlier annexation becomes an accomplished fact, 
the more speedily will suburbanites escape the 
perils of doubtful water supply and defective 
sewerage systems. 

If taxes without are a little less than taxes 
within the city—and in this difference is the 
chief ground for anti-annexation sentiment—it 
must be remembered that the suburbanite now 
gets only what he pays fer. Growing needs with 
growing population already denand more of the 
things for which St. Louisans pay in police and 
fire protection, public improvements and general 
administration. 

The longer things remain as they are, the more 
complications over bonded debts and improve- 
ment plans will require adjustment. All this 
territory should be united at the earliest practi- 
cable date, that planning for its future may be 
begun far ahead and that it may have a sym- 
métrical development under a common govern-

Next in importance 
to measures for preventing th- spread of blind- 
ness are measures for improving the industrial 
conditions of those whom this great calamity 
has already overtaken, Employment in gainful 
pursuits not only occupies the mind of those 
whose lives are passed in darkness, but stimu- 
lates self-respect and independence. 

We have heard much about prevention of blind- 
ness in infancy. That there are other flelds tor’ 
educationa] effort in conservation of eyesight is 
abown in the statement that blindness overtakes 
@0 per cent of ite victims after they have passed 
achool age.

too prevalent and might be reduced in time by 
intelligent measures.

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TARIFF FOR DIVIDENDS. 

Robert Luce,’ Republican candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Massachusetts, told the mill/ 
workers of Holyoke that if President Taft had 
not vetoed the wool bill the Farr Alpaca Co. of 
Holyoke, wculd have had to.quit business. He 
quoted Frank Metealf, head of the Farr company 
as saying, “we could not have run our mills at 
a profit if every one of Our employes had worked 
for nothing.” 

The statement fel] like a thunderbolt among the 
mill workers of Holyoke. It struck Gov. Foss 
differently. In a speech Gov. Foss explained that 
official reports show the wages in the woolen 
incustry average for men $10 to $11; for women 
$7 to $8; for children $3 to $4, subject to pev~iods 
of idleness and the breaking down of hea.t.. 

The same official report showed that dividends 
ordinarily exceed the total amount paid in wages 
each year, and that the dividends of the mills 
average 30 per cent. 

Then he took up the case of the Farr Alpaca 
Co., which was organized in 1872 with a capital 
of $100,000. This capital has been increased by 
stock dividends to $2,4v0,000. Ilts regular divi- 
dends ‘on the only cash capital it ever had have 
been 596 per cent a year. Even on its inflated 
capitalization it paid in 1909 a 40 per cent cash 
and a 100 per cent stock dividend. In 1910 it 
paid 24 per cent in cash and up to July of this 
year it had paid 18 per cent. Its stock dividends 
have averaged 60 per cent a year for 38 years. 
Its product is protected by a duty of 115 per cent. 
But its manager had the effrontery to say that 
if the wool bill had not been vetoed, it would 
have had to discontinue dividends. A credulous 
standpatter was gullible enough to swallow the 
statement or deliberately perpetuate the fraud 
for the purpose of scaring men into votin; the 
Republican ticket. It is not surprising that Gov. 
Foss said: 

Instead of fighting to protect wages, the 
Republicans are standing for the system that 
reduces them. They are standing for the 
dividend. I am standing for the dinner pail. 

The statistics of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island show that the wages paid in the tex- 
tile mills in those states are so low that they 
couldn’t possibly justify a high tariff. 

Is it surprising that President Taft said that 
Schedule K was indefensible? Is it not more sur- 
prising that he vetoed the bill reducing it?

WOMEN AS JURORS. 

With the privilege to vote the women of Cali- 
fornia secured also the obligation to serve as 
jurors. Mere announcement of the possibility that 
women may be called in the McNamara case is 
a challenge to argument and controversy. Women 
as jurors are not novel. Mixed juries in Colorado 
and Washington are common. Probably the sys- 
tem is successful. But we cannot view the re- 
mote prospect of women in the McNamara case 
without misgivings. The reasons are more co- 
gent and more practical than those which would 
take account of her psychological peculiarities. 
We may dismiss the trite contention that she is 
dominated by her emotions, that her intuitions 
take the place 0% reason, that prejudice is stronger 
than logic and her mind is not naturally plastic. 
These things may al] be true of men. The fact 
is that we dor’t know from experience whether 
women are wel] or ill fitted for jury service. 

This case is one of great moment, not less be- 
cause the accused man is on trial for his life 
than because the verdict must show that the un- 
related animosities occasioned by the strife be- 
tween capital and labor had no influence in its 
making. The chance of dissatisfaction with the 
outcome is great enough as it is; it should not 
be’ made certain. California shouiij experiment 
with women as jurors in less important cases first. 
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The State Free Employment Bureau has found 
work for 4628 persons in the past year. But the 





workers complaining that they cannot find em- 
ployment. There is still much to be done in the 
way of bringing the willing workers in closer 
touch with the work tnat is waiting for them. 
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LORIMER MUST GO. 
Congressman Lowden has withdrawn the proxy

The depth of public sentiment had not then been 
sounded. Its length and breadth had not been 
surveyed. Now the dimensions are all known 
and there is action. 

There will be more action. Lorimer is too 
much weight to carry and for that reason he will 
have to go. The Republicans have awakened to 
publie opinion.on the subject of corruption. 
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The city of Hankow, which is the focus of the 
Chinese civil war just now, has about the same 
population ag St. Louis. It lies on a river bank, 
two miles of which belonging to the British have 
been walled with a stone embankment like that 
which makes the Thames, in London, so attrac- 
tive. Here. is a hint for St. Louis. 
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Senator Btone designates some of the members 
of the Democratic city committee as “near Re- 
publicans.” Assistant is the better word, for they 
have: greatly assisted the Republicans to capture 
and hold St. Louis.

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DECLARES MARRIAGE 
OF DIVORCEE NULL 


Colorado Jurist Hands Down 
Decision in Suit for Woman’s 


Estate. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 24.—A decision 
which if sustained will annul the wed- 
ding of Chalenor B. Schley of New 
York and hundreds of others, was ren- 
dered by Judge John R. Dixon of the 
County Court. The case was that of a 


man who married a woman three days 
after she was divorced, and upon her 
death, less than one year after tne 
divorce, began proceedings in Judge 
Dixon’s court to secure a husband's 
share of her estate. 

After a scathing denunciation of 
divorces, which he termed “progressive 
polygamy,” Judge Dixon decided that 
the man had no standing in court, as 
the marriage, in defiance of the Colo-

PLAY POWERFUL 
IN SITUATIONS 


“The Witness for the Defense”’ 
Holds First Night Audience 
Breathless. 


STAR IS FINELY CAST 


Her Capacity for Serious Acting 
Demonstrated by A. E. W. 
Mason’s Drama. 


Most of the talk“between the acts in 
the Olympic Theater Monday night was 
not about the beauty, the gowns and 
the art of Ethel Barrymore, worthy as 
all these are of praiseful comment. It 
was not about the acting of any individ- 
ual in her small and wonderfully cap- 
able company. It was about the play— 
what had passéd and what was likely 
to come next. 

A Barrymore first night is an event 
in itself, almost regardless of the play 
and the support, and St. Louis interest 


jin the young star has not been diminish- 


ed by thhe ultra-publicity lately given 
to her own little domestic drama. Since 
‘‘Mid-Channel,” to be sure, speculation 
as to her ability to rise from her former 
“pretty” parts into serious acting has 
been out of date. Yet she still stands, 
in the minds of a great part of the pub- 
lic, for girlishness,. and there is still a 
general readiness to gush about her, if 
the stage scene affords any provocation. 

Playwright Mason—initials A. E. W.— 
gave no such provocation in the “The 
Witness for the Defense.”’ In the first 
scene, set in the red-curtained interior 
of a tent at a railway junction in India, 
he introduced Miss Barrymore as Stella 
Ballantyne, wife for six years past of 
Stephen Ballantyne, such a husband as 
would be beyond belief, but fer the 
known fact that gentle and lovely do, 
now ard then, marry just such creatures. 

Thresk, known to Ballantyne only as 
an English lawyer of some distinction, 
lately turned tourist, comes as a visitor 
to the tent. Ballantyne badgers and 
bludgeons his wife, in the guest's pres- 
ence, with clumsy sarcasm, and sends 
her from the table in tears. 

A few moments later, in the husband's 
absence, Thresk and Stella recall to- 
gether their sweetheart days on the 
Sussex Downs, and Thresk begins talk- 
ing to her of means to get her out of 
her situation, wkosé horrors she inef- 
fectively tries to hide from him. In- 
terrupted by Ballantyne’s return, Thresk 
starts for his train, but leaves his pipe. 
Stella takes down a rifle and tests its 
aim at her heart, then loads it, just as 
Thresk steps back for his pipe. With a 
telltale look she thrusts the gun aside 
and the visitor says his final good-by. 
A moment later, as she again holds the 
gun’s muzzle near her heart, Ballantyne 
storms in, cursing her and commands 
her to shoot herself and rid him of a 
fool. As he advances with uplifted 
hand, she points the weapon at him, 
and the death-terror flashing over his 
face at the instant of the curtain’s de- 
scent tells the story. 

It is melodramatic, but not melodrama. 
Were it melodrama, the audience would 
next see the wife’s trial for murder, 
hear her lawyers devising a halting 
self-defense plea, and see her saved by 
the sudden appearance of Thresk as a 
witness, with a convenient story about 
a native plot and a lurking conspirator 
near the Ballantyne tent on the night 
of his visit. It would be. big melo- 
drama. But the audience does not see 
this. It merely hears of it in act. II, 
where it sees Stella back in the En- 
glish home town of her girlhood, re- 
ceived in the home of the wealthy and 
liberal. Hazelwood, and beloved by Ha- 
zelwood’s beloved son, Dick. Here is a 
departure from old dramatic standards, 
for Stella, in spite of her former love 
for Thresk, and of all that the oppor- 
tune. Thresk has lately done for her, 
she is now manifestly in love with Dick. 
A member of the Hazelwood family, n sf 
satisfied with the evidence on which 
Stella was acquitted. brings it about 
that Thresk shall be the family’s guest, 
and questions nim. Thresk’s defense 
is perfect. Then Thresk, meeting Stella 
alone, demands that she shall tell Dick 
the truth, or else that he and she shall 
tell the world the truth, and do what 
they can together with what fs left of 
their lives. Stella rejects the latter sug- 
gesion, for she not only loves Dick, but 
rhe now confesses that she has been 
secretly married to him, 

Up to this point there was no mistak- 
Ing the powerful grip in which the play- 
wright held the audience. The attention 
was of no perfunctory sort, and in the 
big moments of Stella's dialogue with 
Thresk, intense and sustained silence 
told of the utter absorption of the the- 
ater-full of men and women in the situ- 
etion. Yet the onty issue was what 
Some persons—a very few persons— 
would think of Stella, for even English 
jaw cannot touch a person once ac- 
quitted. Thresk had also his reputation 
at the bar to consider, but the audience’s 
interest was, as the playwright meant 
that it should be, in the preservation of 
Stella's new love for Dick. Dick re- 
wards this solicitude by standing by his 
wife, and the almost continuous in- 
tensity of the first two hours and a 
half is relieved in the closing 10 min- 
utes. 


A. E. Anson as Thresk, Leslie Faber 
as Dick and Ernest Stallard as Dick's 
W. L. Abing- 
don as Ballantyne, the drunken, bully- 
ing first husband, perhaps came nearest 
to the star mm effectiveness. Miss Bar- 
rymore, whom St. Louis is not yet quite 
sed to seeing full grown to womanhood, 
had a new loveliness and an’added dra- 
patic power.

Jacob Skelly, Former Bantam, 
Prepares a Revision of 
Queensberry Rules. 


YONKERS, N. Y., Oct. %—Jacob 
Skelly, the veteran featherweight, who 
retired from the ring in 1892 and has 
recently been appointed an official ref- 
eree by the State Athletic Commission, 
has prepared a revision of the Queens- 
berry rules which he hopes to see 
adopted for American boxing. Some 


of the more important sections of his 
revised code are as follows: 

The weiglits for all championship con- 
tests shall be as follows: “For bantam- 
weights, 110 pounds; featherweights, 120 
pounds; lightweights, 135 pounds: wel- 
terweights, 145 pounds; middleweights, 
158 pounds; light heavyweights, 170 
pounds; all over 170 pounds, heavy- 
weights. 

Must Box Twice a Year. 

“Each champion shall defend his title 
at least twice a year, if the challenger 
posts a $1000 guarantee. A champion 
refusing to,make a match shall forfeit 
the title. 

“There shall be no continuous clinch- 
ing, hugging or wrestling allowed by 
the referee. 

“If either man goes down through 
weakness or other causes he must get 
up unassisted within ten seconds. The 
other man meanwhile must step back 
10 feet. A man hanging on the ropes 
in a help’ess condition or a man on 
one knee shall be considered down, and 
if struck is entitled to the decision.
